REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention has been deemed to be an unobvious improvement over U.S. 
Patents 1,906,222 to Boland and 6,282,896 Wachi et al. Boland discloses a brake mechanism 
having a valve operated by a gear and rack system actuated by brake pedal input for providing 
feedback. Wachi et al discloses a brake booster having an attached master cylinder with a stroke 
shortening device creating a longer output stroke than input stroke during braking operation. 
The unobvious improvement includes a control valve for the brake booster having first and 
second cylindrical members, a gear engaging first and second racks, wherein the first rack is 
fixed to the second member and the second rack is fixed to the booster housing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
